Many stockmen today are cut- 
ting heavily into their breeding 
herds. Cattle are being slaugh- 


tered faster than they are be-. 


ing replaced for the third year 
in a row. This will probably 
continue for another year or 
more before replacements match 
slaughter. 

Sheepmen have cut breeding 
flocks. from the all-time peak 
in 1942 to the all-time: low in 
January of this year, and the 
flocks are still shrinking. This 
year the pig crop will drop to 
about 80,000,000 head, compar- 
ed with 85,000,000 head for 
each of the past four years. 

Some livestock producers are 
selling good breeding animals 
because they want to cash in on 
the pregent high prices. They 
plan to buy back foundation 
stock from neighbors later. It 
might be that the neighbors 
have the same idea and re-stock- 
ing won't be easy as planned.

Verticillum 
Wilt Hits Trees 


Verticillium wilt a soil borne 
fungus disease which attacks 
cotton, alfalfa, stone fruit and 
150 more host plants is now 
appearing in young peach, al- 
mond, apricot and plum orchards 
that have been planted in old 
cotton land, says A. D. Rizzi, 
assistant farm advisor. 

_The fungus enters the trees 
through the root system, invades 
the trunk, limbs and twigs of 
the trees and causes a brown 
discoloration in the sap wood 
of the trees. This brings about a 
wilt in the tops, similiar to 
severe drought. The young bran- 
ches drop their leaves and the 
young shoots die back. 

According to Mr. Rizzi there 
are no sprays or treatments that 
can be used to prevent or contro] 
the disease. Trees usually re- 
cover after individua] limbs have 
been killed. It igs not necessary 
to remove affected orchard trees 
unless they are entirely dead. 
Affected trees which are not kil- 
led usually recover during the 
year following the attack.

Hints. Given 
On Freezing Of 
Cooked Food 


Most cooked foods may be 
frozen and preserved unti] need- 
ed. However, there are a few 
things to keep in mind for satis- 
factory results, says Clara E. 
Cowgill. Home Demonstration 
agent. Here are some suggestions 
she passes on from Dr. Vera 
Greaves Mrak, specialist in nu- 
trition of the Univerity of Cali- 
fornia Agricultural Extension 
service. 

Frozen white sauces tend to 
curdle during thawing, but most 
of them will recombine when 
heated and stirred. Sauces made 
from concentrate4 stock will not 
separate as readily as diluted 
stock. 

When freezing dishes such as 
stews, do not add the potatoes 
until after thawing as they be- 
come mushy when frozen. Eggs 
also do not freeze well as they 
become rubbery. 

Sandwiches will freeze satis- 
factorily if they do not include 
eggs, mayonnaise or lettuce. 

Baked rolls, bread, and cake 
may be frozen successfully. Bat- 
ters and doughs can be frozen, 
but the baked product is easier 
to handle.

- ing in the northern citrus areas 
of the county. 

Quick decline has made rapid 
sireads in Southern Califor- 
nia since 1940, when only 133 
trees were known to have the 
disease, until the present time, 
when more than 100,000 trees 
are igfected. When the disease 
strikes, it rapidly kills the in- 
fected tree and in southern Cal- 
ifornia, large blocks of orchard 
have been wiped out. 

A virus, disease, quick decline 
apparently attacks only . trees 
on sour root stock, however, 
buds from sweet root stock may 
carry the virus without being 
affected. Potential seriousness 
of the disease to this area 
is secn from the fact that 80 
per cent of central-northern Cal- 
ifurnia citrus is on sour stock. 

A recent attempt of central 
California citrus men to estab- 
lish a state secondary quaran- 
tine of citrus stock at the Te- 
hachapi mountains was turned 
down at Sacramento when A. A. 
Brock, state director of agricul- 
ture, ruled that present quaran- 
time and buffer areas in south- 
ern California are adecuate to 
prevent spread of the disease.

The colege of agriculture of 
the. University. of California, has 
been as work for some years de- 
veloping imporved strains of for- 
age: legumes and grasses, adapt- 
ed for use in this state. Ralph 
L. Worrell, assistant farm. ad- 
visor, says those strains selected 
for release have clearly demon- 
strated superiority over commen 
strains. used previously. in seed- 
ing pastures. 

To illustrate this point, the 
farm advisor says Ryegrass No. 
12 recovers very rapidly after 
grazing or cutting, much more 
rapidly than either common An- 
nual Ryegrass or Perennial Rye- 
grass. Certified strains of tall 
fescue are much more uniform in 
type and production than com- 
mon strains. Certified ladina 
clover has given better results 
than common ladina because of 
its uniformity and superior re- 
covery habits. 

Experience in Tulare County 
in tests plots established by the 
Farm Advisor's Office has clear- 
ly shown the superiority of Rye- 
grass 12 over domestic peren- 
nial ryegrass, It has a thriftier 
growth and should produce con- 
siderable more feed per acre. 

More of these superior and 
especially adapted forage strains 
are to be released in the future 
by the College through the Crop 
Improvement association. By 
sowing certified seed, California 
farmers are assured that they 
will be able to growsuperior 
crops. 


$1,600,000 Budget

Large exports for at least a- 
nother: year. were assured by the 
European Recovery Program 
passed by Congress in April. 
However, exports in the next 
12 months probably will be be- 
low the 1947. rate with the big-. 
gest drop in farm products. 

Congress authorized 5.3  bil- 
lion. dollars for the -—European 
Recovery Program for the -year 
beginning April. 1, 1948. The 
Program was. included in the 
Foreign Assistance Act which 
also authorized 800 million. dol- 
lars for economics and military 
aid to Greece, Turkey and China. 
The ERP countries—the 16 par- 


'ticipating countries and west- 


ern Germany—have long been 
important customers of the Uni- 
ted States. They took about 40 
percent of U. S. exports before 
the war and about one-third in 
recent years. Much of our agri- 
cultural exports also have gone 
to these countries. In 1947 when 
agricultural exports totaled 3.9 
billion dollars they took more 
than half. This is about the 
same proportion as: before the 
war when exports of farm pro- 
ducts were less than a fifth as 
large as in 1947, 

Although the 6.1 billion dol-

lars provided by the Foreign As- 
sistance Act is larger than U. 
S. Government aid: in 1947, for- 
eign: countries will have fewer 
dollars. available from other 
sourees. Last year, the U. S. ex- 
ported the amazing total of 19.6 
billion dollars worth of goods 
and services to all countries but 
imported only 8.3 billion dollars 
worth. This left a gap of 11.3 
billion dollars that had to be 
financed by means other than 
imports. U. S. long term loans 
and grants: provided 5.7 billion 
dollars, most of which went to 
ERP countries. Foreign coun- 
tries financed most of the re- 
mainder by selling gold and 
short-term? dollars assets. 
Foreign countries will not be 
able to continue selling their 
gold and other assets at the 1947 
rate. They also will not be able 
to increase their exports to \the 
U. S. to any important extent. 
As a result, total U. S. exports 
are expected to decline slightly 


‘below the 1947 rate. 


‘The value of agricultural ex- 
ports will be down even more— 
perhaps 16 to 20 percent. This 
prospect is based largely on the 
outlook: for larger crops in Bu- 
rope this year, Since the end of 
the war, and especially in 1947, 
‘Hulropean harvests have been 
poor. The chief concern of most 
Europeans has been the problem 
of where their next meal is com- 
ing from. If bigger crops this 
year help free Europeans from 
the pressure of want, they are 
likely to import less food and 
more of the items they need in 
building up their industries. 

Among the farm products, 
wheat exports are likely to be 
most severely affected. Prospects 
are that U. S. exports of bread 
grains might be:down as much 
as 25 percent from 1947-48. B- 
ven with this reduction, how- 
ever, Wheat exports probably 
will be five to six times prewar. 
Exports of fats and oils also 
are likely to decline, 

On the other hand, shipments 
of cotton and tobacco probably 
will be much greater than last 
year. Among the important farm 
products, only cotton exports are 
likely to be below 1934-38, pro- 
bably by about. one-third. 

In general, the effects of ERP 
on the United States’ farm prices 
and incomes fall into three 
groups: The direct effect on 
foreign demand for. U. 8. farm 
products; the indirect. effect. on 
U.S. demand through the.impact 
of ‘the ‘ERP. on . business. -con-

California labor commissioner, 
however, here are some of the 
high points concerning agricul- 
tural field workers. 

There are no restrictions gov- 
erning the employment of minors 
from 18 to 20 years in the field, 
whether they are male or female, 
but for minors of 16 to 17 years, 
work must be limited to 8 hours 
daily and 48 hours in one week; 
employment must be between the 
hours of 5 a. m. and 10 p. m.;

Restrictions for minors from 
12 to 14 years of age are about 
the same for those of 15 years;

Cotton farmers planning to 
fertilize their crop should do so 
before irrigation, states Ralph L. 
‘Worrell, Tulare county assistant 
farm advisor. The water moving 
into the plant roots from the ir- 
rigation furrows will ~dissolve 
and carry the fertilizer with it, 
thus making the fertilizer avail- 
aie for plant growth. 


Cotton plants, like most field 
and vegetable crops, should have 
the fertilizer available while 
they are young, An ample supply 
of nutrients at this time will 
have the best results in growth 
of the cotton plants. 


Numerous tests throughout 
the San Joaquin Valley have 
‘shown that the only fertilizer 
element that needs to be added 
‘to the soil for cotton is nitrogen. 
Although the cotton plants re- 
quire many other elements for 
growth, such as iron, calcium, 
sulphur, manganese, phosphate 
and potash, nearly all soils con- 
tain ample supplies of these nut- 
rients and therefore it is not 
necessary to add them in ferti- 
-lizer, 

Cotton fields having a produc- 
tion last year of one and a half 
bales per: acre or less will prob- 
ably respond to fertilization,

Frequent, Light

With the hot summer season © 


here in earnest, pasture pro- 
ducers are reminded by assist- 
ant farm advisor Ralph _L. 
Worrell, that frequent light irri- 
gations are desirable for maxi- 
mum feed production.

rooted, with most of the roots

Worrell said. For fields produ- 


cing more than that last. year, 
increases in yield are more like- 
ly to be achieved through care- 
ful management of irrigation 
water and contro) of insect pests 
than through fertilizing, 

Approximately 40 pounds per 
ed for most cotton fields to be 
ed ofr most cotton fields to be 
fertilized. This can be obtained 
from 1 1/4 sacks of ammonium 
nitrate, 2 sacks of ammonium 
sulphate, 2 1/2 sack Per acre of 
17-7-0, ete. 

The fertilizer should be drill- 
ed in between the irrigation fur- 
row and the rows of Plants, and 
at a depth of 6 to 8 inches,
